LONDON, Dec. 13.—A bitter new 
revolt against the British-French 
formula for East African peace 
threatened within governmental 
ranks of Parliament today, as a re- 
sult of a wave of protests to law- 
makers from their constituents. 

Mounting resentment against 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin 
and Foreign Secretary Sir Samuel 
Hoare for their approval of the pro- 
gram to create peace in Ethiopia by 
yielding conc ssions to Italy was 
noted in lobbies of the House of 
Commons. | 

A movement was reported al- 
ready started to force Hoare out of 
the Cabinet unless the League of 
Nations killed the peace plan—an 
action predicted freely in London. 
The reported movement to oust 
Hoare was said to be afoot among 
Liberal, Labor and some Conserva- 
tive members of Parliament. 

Letters Attack Baldwin. 

One member of Parliament said 
he received 400 letters and tele- 
grams yesterday, the majority of 
hem charging Baldwin with betray- 
ing the program of support of the 
League of Nations on which the re- 
cent general election campaign was 
fought. 

Informed sources reported a re- 
volt within the Cabinet itself was 
till brewing under the leadership of 
Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. 

Members of Parliament speculat- 
ed as to the significance of the return

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The 
new $8,000,000 Postoffice Building 
n Pennsylvania avenue, four blocks 
from the White House, was scarred 
early today by an interior fire which 
blazed dangerously for several 
hours. 

All available fire apparatus was 
called to fight the flames, which 
poured forth smoke in great vol- 
ume. Twelve firemen were over- 
come temporarily in their efforts to 
reach the fire, which never was 
visible to hundreds of spectators 


outside. 

When Government employes went 
to their offices today, the fire was 
reported out, although apparatus 
was kept on hand until a detailed 
check of the building had been 
completed. Officials were trying to 
ascertain what records had been de- 


stroyed. 

The fire started in a file room on 
the sixth floor, which officials said 
housed documents of the General 
Accounting Office and Reclamation 
Bureau. One unofficial estimate of 
the damage was “more than $100,- 
| Postmaster-General Farley was 
working as usual this morning 
‘three floors below the scene of the 
‘fire. On his arrival about 9’clock, 
' he went to his suite of offices, 
‘where he surveyed water damage 
to the expensive, mahogany-cover- 
'ed reception room, and then retired 
'to his own office. He did not go 
‘to inspect the damage on the sixth 
‘floor, where water stood an _ inch 
deep on the floor. A heavy odor 
‘of smoke pervaded his private 
| suite. 

Nearly 100 janitors were sweep- 
| ing away water on the fifth, sixth 
‘and seventh floors. Several hours 
earlier the water had cascaded 
_down open stairways.

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BLOOD PRESERVED 
FOR TRANSFUSION

Method Developed in Buenos 
Aires Permitting Use Af- 
ter 27 Days. 


By the Associated Press, 
CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—A method of 


preserving human blood for trans- 


fusions was reported today in the 
the American Medical 
Association. Blood treated by this 
method in South America was 
shipped as far as Italy and France 


for successful transfusions, the 
Buenos Aires correspondent of the 
Journal said. As much as 27 days 
elapsed, the correspondent said, and 
the average time was 7.6 days. 

Three hundred and ninety-five 
such transfusions were performed 
in two years by Dr. R. Palazzo and 
Dr. J. Tenconi, of the Hospital 
Italiano of Buenos Aires, the Jour- 
nal correspondent said. 

While the blood is being taken 
from the donor, it is mixed by an 
automatic process with sodium ci- 
trate. The red corpuscles are di- 
vided from the liquid part of the 
blood by centrifugal force and the 
corpuscles are mixed with a solu- 
tion of sodium citrate and sugar 
or dextrose. The liquid blood is 
kept by itself. Both are placed in 
refrigerators at 1 to 3 degrees cen- 
tigrade (slightly above the freezing 
point of water). 

Cultures are made to exclude bac 
teria, and the type of blood is as 
certained to simplify the transfu- 
sion later. Before the transfusion, 
the blood is passed through a silk 
filter to restore it to its original 
condition, 

“Blood thus 
for transfusion at any time,” the 
correspondent asserted. “Its use 
avoids the needs of resorting to do- 
nors in emergencies, the production 
of shock is rare, and technic is 
simple, it is inexpensive and the 
injections can be made at will with 
the erythrocytes (corpuscles), the 
plasma (liquid blood) or with mix- 
tures of the two.”

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Bomber Is Expected 


To Stop Spaniard or 


Win on Technical KO

NEW YORK, N. Y,, Dec. 13.—Paulino Uzcudun, Spanish boxer, 
may never before have had reason to.feel that Friday the thirteenth 
was unlucky, but it is likely that he will long have reason to remem- 
ber that old-fashioned superstition after he tangles with Joe Lbuis, 
the Brown Bomber of Detroit, at Madison Square Garden here, to- 
night, in a contest which is scheduled for 15 rounds—or less, as Biz 


Kinney would say. 


Uzscudun will have a weight ad- 
vantage of 6% pounds over Louis, 
as the Spaniard weighed in this 
afternoon at 207 pounds and Louis 
scaled 200%. 

Uzcudun was pronounced by the 
examining physician to be in good 
conditio” ad showed no nervous- 
ness, a: which remark Paulino 
smiled ard said “It’s Louis that’s 
worryin’.’ 

The doctor aiso stated that Louis 
did not seem to have trained as 
hard for this battle as for that with 
Max Baer, that he was a little 
heavier and his reflexes were not 
so sharp as last September. 

Louis and Pauiino met for the 
first time in the scale room and ex- 
changed the usual perfunctory re- 
marks, with Louis saying as they 
parted, “I wish you have luck.” 

The bout, the twenty-sixth in the 
professional career of Louis, is ex- 
pected to be only a romp for Joe, 
and it is felt that he has the de- 
cision in his hand right now—that 
he can either prolong the agony 
or cut it short at will. 

This anticipation is reflected in 
the betting odds—or rather the lack 
of them—for Louis will go into the 
ring at the prohibitive odds of 1 
to 10, and no Uzcudun money at 
even that price. The only wagering 
is on the length of the battle and 
the kind of ending, whether on de- 
cisfon, knockout or technical knock- 
out. 

T. K. O. Finish Probable. 

And the last mentioned finish is 
favored. Observers believe that 
Louis probably will cut Paulino so 
badly that the fight will be stopped 
by the referee to save the Span- 
iard from further punishment, al- 
though he may still be on his feet 
at the time. 

The element of contest seems to 
be lacking. Not even Uzcudun 
seems to believe that he has more 
than a chance for a wild swing to 
bring him victory. Some publicity 
states it will show if Louis can take 
‘a punch. That’s getting to be an 
old one. First they must find some- 
body to give him one. 

The Spaniard is 36 years of age. 
He has never been a really good 
fighter, was beaten unmercifully by 
Max Schmeling in 12 rounds his 
last out, that in July of this year. 
He lost in 15 rounds’to Primo Car- 
nera, whom Louis stopped in six; 
to King Levinsky in 10, who was 
stopped by Joe in 2 minutes 21 sec- 
onds. 

So it is clear that the past record

SOUTHEASTERN 


BODY VOTES 10 
HELP ATHLETES || 


ATLANTA, Dec, 13.—The South- 
eastern Conference voted today to 
permit its members to allow finan- 
cial assistance to athletes. 

The conference adopted by a vote 
of 11 to 2 an amendment to the 
by-laws that athletic ability should 
receive consideration in determin- 
ing student values in the assign- 
ment of scholarships, loans and ap- 
pointments for remunerative 
works. 

The amendment set forth that 
such assistance shall never be 
granted primarily as a reward for 
athletic success. It also decreed 
that it must be held to the legiti- 
mate expenses of attending the in- 
situation such as _ tuition, fees, 
books, board and lodging. 

Coach Chet Wynne of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky described the 
action as the “acme of sportsman- 
ship and places the Southeastern 
on a par above all other confer- 
ences in the country. 

“This amendment brings all the 
assistance heretofore given ath- 
letes aboveboard,” Wynne. said, 
“and is a progressive step.” 

Only Vanderbilt and the Univer- 
sity of the South (Sewanee) voted 
against the amendment. 

The amendment follows: 

“Athletic ability should receive 
consideration in determining stu- 
dent values and in the assignment 
of scholarships, loans and oppor- 
tunities for remunerative work with 
the understanding that such assist- 
ance shall never be granted primar- 
ily as a reward for athletic success, 
and not exceeding the legitimate 
needs such as expenses of attending 
the institution as represented by 
tuition, fees, books, board and lodg- 
ing. 

“And provided further that such 
assistance be granted by regular 
faculty committee and the records 
of such assistance be open to the 
inspection of the administrative of- 
ficers and the officers of the South- 
eastern Conference: 

“And also provided that these 
athletes be held to the same scho- 
lastic requirements that have been 
established by each institution for 
other scholarships.” 

Dr. John J. Tigert, president of 
the University of Florida and head 
of the conference, said the question 
of subsidizing athletes had been 
taken up by presidents of the 13 
member schools and that practi- 
cally all had expressed approval of 
the idea. 

Dr. Tigert said “I would hold up 


the Rhodes scholarship of Oxford | 


University as a pattern,” adding 
that the “Rhodes scholarship ideal 


is to reward an athlete for his fond- | 


ness and his success in outdoor 


sports provided he measures up in| 


moral character, scholarship and 
personal traits.” 

Dr. Tigert is a former Rhodes 
scholar 

Commenting on the conference 
move, Coach William A. Alexander 
of Georgia Tech said: 

“It depends on what the various 
institutions do. If some schools 
turn over all scholarships and other 
remunerations to athletes, that will 
be considered subsidizing. But I 
don't think they will. 

“What this move means is that 
athletic ability is being recognized 
as a student value. It makes ath-

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MATERIAL FOR MISSOURI WPA 
HAS COST NEARLY $1,000,000 


Equal Amount Will Be Spent in 
Next Few Weeks, Purchasing 
Officer Says. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 13. — 
Nearly $1,000,000. has been spent in 
Missouri for WPA project mate- 


rials ranging from darning needies 
tc dynamite and swivel chairs, and 
at least another million will be ex- 
pended within: the next few weeks, 
according to R. F. Minogue, State 
Procurement Officer under the U. 
S. Treasury Department. 
Approximately 95 per cent of tne 
expenditures went to Missouri 
industry, he said, the other 5 per 
cent representing purchases fron 
outstate producers suppi;sing com- 
modities unavailable here. Non- 
resident firms are not disqualified. 
“We closed more than  $200.(00 
worth of contracts last week,” Mi- 
nogue said. “Requisitions are pour- 
ing in from the 11 WPA districts at 
the rate of 900 weekly and contracts 
are being let almost as tapidly.” 
“Every purchase, no maiter how 
small, must be made throuzh this 
office,” he explained. “If a sewing 
project needs a gross of needles. 
the requisition must be sent heve 
for approval. Needle produc ¢'s are 
invited to bid and the contract goes 
to the lowest.bidder. It works sim- 
ilarly on every purchase.” Requi- 
sitions totaling more than $10,000 
must be submitted to Washington 
for telegraphic approval.

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MAN UNDER ARREST 
NOT TOMMY WILDER 


Fingerprints Do Not Check 
With Those of. Fugitive 
Gangster. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The drink- 
befuddled seaman who gave himself 
up to a patrolman yesterday after- 
noon near the Battery sea-wall as 
Tommy Wilder, defendant in the 
Kelley kidnaping case in St. Louis, 
was romancing when he so identi- 
fied himself, the police concluded 
today after comparing -his identifi- 
cation data with those of the fugi- 
tive East St. Louis Shelton gang- 
ster. 

His fingerprints do not tally with 
those of Wilder, it was found after 
a comparison last night, and he is 
four and a half inches shorter that 
the man who has been sought since 
March, 1934, as one of the men who 
kidnaped Dr. Isaac D. Kelley for 
ransom. 

The prisoner, who carried an able- 
bodied seaman’s certificate made 
out in-the name of Thomas Kelle- 
her, walked up to the policeman in 
front of the Seamen’s Church In- 
stitute and introduced himself, say- 
ing his real name was Wilder and 
that he was sought for complicity 
in both the Kelley kidnaping and 
the abduction of August Luer, 
wealthy Alton banker and meat 
packer. The latter abduction has 
been solved and its principals, save 
for one fugitive, “Blackie” Doyle, 
are dead or in prison. 

Kelleher gave the color of truth 
to his early story by identifying cor- 
rectly the photographs of Felix Mc- 
Donald and Angelo Rosegrant, both 
under prison sentences for the Kel- 
ley kidnaping, and of Bart Davit, 
who is awaiting trial for the abduc- 
tion. He glibly discussed both kid- 
napings, with the general details of 
which he appeared familiar. He 
told the police he had been inter- 
mittently employed in the coast- 
wise shipping trade. He was held 
by a magistrate for a hearing Dec. 
17.

Chicago Companies Ordered to Stop 
Calling Themselves “Univer- 
sity” and “College.” 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13. — The 
Trade Commission issued a com- 
plaint yesterday against the Ameri- 
can College and the American Uni- 
versity, both of Chicago, alleging 
unfair competition in the sale of 
correspondence courses. The com- 
mission listed Denton N. Higbee as 
president and principal stockholder 
of the two companies. The respond- 
ents are alleged to have unfairly 
used the words “college” and “uni- 
versity” in their trade names. 

The commission gave the respond- 
ents until Jan. 10 to show why an 
order requiring them to “cease and 
desist from the practices alleged 
should not be issued.” The Ameri- 
can College, the commission said, 
distributed a course in “pedorprac- 
tice,” or instruction in the correc- 
tion of abnormal conditions of the 
feet. American University, the 
commission said, sold courses. in 
“physiotherapy,” “chiropody” and 
“psychoanalysis.” 


PLANT GROWTH CONTROLLED - 
BY SYNTHETIC HORMONE 


University of Iowa Botanist Tells 
of Experiments With 
Substance. 


By the Associated Press. 

IOWA CITY, Ia., Dec. 13.—Prof. 
Walter F. Leohwing, University of 
Iowa botanist, says that experi- 
ments with a new laboratory-pro- 
duced plant hormone lead him to 
believe “a century plant may be 
turned into a perennial flower 
bearer.” 

By treating plants with a salve 
in which this activating substance 
was placed, Loehwing forced them 
to grow in circles, produced roots 
from a lily blossom, shortenedt the 
growth and bearing periods, and 
developed stronger plants. 

The hormone, called hextroauxin, 
is puroduced here synthetically by 
Dr. Lyle C. Bauguess in the univer- 
sity chemical laboratories. Loeh- 
wing says a vial of the substance 
no bigger than an index finger con- 
tains more growth hormones than 
can be produced by a square mile 
of plant vegetation. Dr. Bauguess, 
he says, is the first chemist to pro- 
duce hextroauxin in quantity.

DICKENS’ ‘CHRISTMAS CAROL’ 


Prof. F. H. Koch of North Carolina 
U. Thinks That the Story 
Everyone Wants to Hear. 

CHAPEL HILL, N. C., Dec. 13.— 

At Christmas time, Frederick H. 

Koch, leader of the folk drama 

movement in America, slips a copy 

of Dickens’ “Christmas Carol” into 
his suitcase and starts on a tour 
of readings by candlelight. He is 
professor of dramatic literature at 
the University of North Carolina. 

An informal reading to friends 

30 years ago convinced Koch that 

the “carol” is a story everyone 

wants to hear at Christmas time. 

Since that day he has read it to 

audiences from coast to coast, be- 

fore college groups and in cities, 

villages and hamlets. Against a 

plain backdrop and flanked by two 

small tinsel-decorated cedars, Dr. 

Koch reads the “carol” by candle- 

light. He starts his tour a month 

before Christmas, giving the read- 
ing twice daily, and has more en- 
gagements than he can fill. 


CANNON FOR SMASHING ATOMS 


Columbia U. to Install Discarded 
Navy Apparatus Tomorrow. 
By the Associated Press. ; 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13. — A sub- 
merged concrete bed in the base- 
ment of the Columbia University 
physics laboratory was made ready 
today for installation of one of the 
world’s most pawerful atom-smash- 
ing guns, created from discarded 
United States Navy svparatus. 

With energies of 15,000,000 volts, 
and power to build up voltages as 
high as 20,000,000, it will be fired 
against the citadel of the atom — 
its inner core, or nucleus. Thir- 
teen trucks, each bearing a_ five- 
ton section, are carrying the 
equipment here for installation to- 
morrow. The atom-cannon will 
consists of an_ electro-magnet 
weighing 130,000 pounds’ which 
was used until last year in the 
Navy’s high power radio transmit- 
ting station at Annapolis. 


BRITISH DOCTOR ON TRIAL 


Accused of Murdering Wife and 
Family Housemaid,

LANCASTER, Eng., Dec. 13.—Dr.

IGt PREVENTION DEVICE 
FOR PLANE PROPELLER 


Ring Perfected by Bureau of 
Air Commerce Feeds AI- 
€ohol Over Blades. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ; 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Devel-| 
opment of a simple de-icing device 
which has proved so _ satisfactory 
that one major air line, Transcon- 
tinental & Western Ajir, Inc., is 
equipping its entire fleet of Doug- 
las air liners with it for this win- 
ter’s flying, has just been  an- 
nounced by the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce. The invention, known as a 
“slinger ring,” keeps the propeller 
blades free of ice by constantly 
feeding a thin film of alcohol or 
other anti-freeze solution over them 
in flight, thus preventing the dan- 
gerous vibrations set up when the 
ice on a propeller lets go from one 
blade. 

The ring was designed by I. R. 
Metcalf, Bureau of Commerce en- 
gineer, to whom the propeller de- 
icing problem was turned over last 
July. It is about 12 inches in diam- 
eter and two inches wide, weighs 
only two pounds and is attached to 
the back of the propeller hub, 
whence it feeds a tiny, oozing /+¢ 
stream of anti-ice solution to the |t 
bare metal leading edge of each 
blade.

CABBAGE PLAYS OTHER ROLE 
BESIDES BEING UNDERSTUDY 


If you think of cabbage merely 
as an adjunct to flavorsome corned 
beef you are making a grave error. 
Cabbage balls may be served in 
many ways, as a garnish to plain 
meat or vegetable soup or as an 
accompaniment to a meat or vege- 
table platter.

Few grains of cayenne 

One tablespoon scraped onion 

Two tablespoons milk

| Begin Meal Now. 

Now you are ready to begin the 
‘meal. First, heat the oven. Drain 
| the spaghetti, mix with two table- 
spoons flour, one cup milk, two ta- 
_blespoons butter and one cup sliced 
'mushrooms, fresh or canned. Let 
| boil up once, pour into a buttered | 
| baking dish and spread with a mix- 
aon of grated cheese and bread- 
crumbs. Put in the oven to brown. 

Prick sausages with a fork, place 
_them in a baking pan close togeth- 
.er and put in the oven with the 
spaghetti. They will cook in 20 min- 
utes or less if the sausages are 
small. 

If you are going to have soup 
and want a cream of tomato soup, 
put both in a double boiler and 
heat. Heat the peas or beans and 
season with salt, pepper and but- 
ter. 

Make the coffee if this is the 
beverage you prefer. 

Set the table while the dinner is 
cooking. 

Make the pudding sauce next. 

If you prefer the salad to the 
dessert, peel a chilled grapefruit, 
separate the pulp in sections and 
place on chilled lettuce. Serve with 
French dressing. 

Half a pound of spaghetti will 
serve five or six people. One pound 
of link sausage will serve four or 
five. One number 2 can of beans 
or peas will serve the same num- 
ber. The soup requires one and one- 
half cups milk. 

If you are planning both the sal- 
ad and dessert instead of the soup, 
serve the pudding with the follow- 
ing sauce: 

Pudding Sauce. 

One-half cup. sugar. 

One tablespoon cornstarch. 

Three-quarters cup boiling water. 

One tablespoon butter. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

One-quarter cup grapefruit juice 
or wine. 

Mix together the sugar and corn- 
starch and add the boiling water. 
Boil until clear, about five min- 
utes. \Remove from the fire, add 
the butter and the flavoring. To 
serve warm keep the sauce over 
hot water and see that it is cov- 
ered to keep a skin from forming 
over the top.

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Russia Says Gold Output 
Exceeds That of America 


Soviet Piling Up Reserve — Expects to Out- 
strip South Africa in 1936, 
Official Asserts.

MOSCOW, Dec. 13.—Among the 
elements now giving the Soviet au- 


thorities the opportunity to claim 
that the strength of the ruble is 
steadily increasing, none has been 
pointed to with more pride than 
the increase in the gold produc- 
tion. Less than two years ago a 
group of mining and smelting ex- 
perts who met in Denver, Colo., to 
make a survey of the world gold 
situation, did not even include the 
Soviet Union among the important 
gold-producing countries. The rea- 
son was not that this country at 
that time produced only a negligi- 
ble quantity but because its produc- 
tion was kept secret. It has really 
been within the last six months 
that the Soviet authorities have 
spoken openly on the _ subject. 
Hence their claim that the Soviet 
Union has outstripped the United 
States and all the other producers 
except South Africa comes with the 
more surprise. 

Only a few days ago Alexandre 
Serebrovsky, head of the gold trust, 
asserted that by the end of 1936 
the Soviet Union would have out- 
stripped South Africa and would be 
the largest producer in the world. 
He said there had been a larger 
area of ore deposits and suriferous 
sands surveyed here than in any 
other country. 

Exact figures on the present out- 
put are still difficult to obtain. The 
“plan” for the year was fulfilled 
Nov. 28, which meant a 25 per cent 
increase in production this year 
over that of last year and a 79 per 
cent increase over that of 1933. Un- 
official calculations interpret this 
as meaning that production this 
year has been about 160 metric 
tons (a metric ton is 2204 pounds). 
In South Africa artificial restric- 
tions are now curbing production 
but the output has been about 340 
tons annually. Hence the announce- 


ment that the Soviet Union intends 
to challenge for first place in gold 
production indicates the reorganiza- 
tion of the industry and the instal- 
lation of new machinery must be 
carried on at a tremendously in- 
creased pace. 

In a sense, the decision of the 
Government to close the Torgsin 
stores at the beginnnig of Febru- 
ary reflected the increase in the 
production of gold. These stores 
sell goods for foreign currencies or 
gold and were opened at a time 
when the Government was anxious 
to get its hands on all the gold 
it could. Last year Vischeslav M. 
Molotov said in a speech that “in 
the last four years gold mining, to- 
gether with the receipts from the 
Torgsin stores, yielded a sixfold in- 
crease in our gold reserves.” 

Perhaps not all the foreign cur- 
rencies held by the Russians have 
been drained into the Government 
vaults by the Torgsin stores, but 
the amount remaining is so negli- 
gible in comparison with the in- 
crease of the gold production that 
the stores are no longer wanted. 

Another important reason for the 
anxiety to build up a strong gold 
reserve is the need of a national 
defense. Although the growth of 
basic industries under the two five- 
year plans undoubtedly has_ im- 
proved the country’s condition for 
defense, still it would find a power- 
ful and useful weapon in the gold 
reserve permitting purchases 
abroad in a case of emergency. 

Rapid increases in production 
have greatly influenced what is| 
spoken of in some countries as the | 
foreign trade position, but more | 
picturesquely called here “our rela- | 
tions to the capitalistic world.” 
The gold reserve, together with a) 
favorable trade balance, is de- 
scribed as making it possible to re- 
fuse such unprofitable foreign 
credits as the Soviet was forced 
to accept only a few years ago.

But it is the regular order of things by which 
Minneapolis must be judged. The city, during pro- 
hibition, was the sectional headquarters of the boot- 
legging trade, with all the implications. The details 
need not be recited. The outstanding fact in such 
a situation is the necessary alliance between crooked 
politics and crime. Upon no other predicate can the 
coalition exist. Wherever criminality prospers under 
special privilege, there is, inescapably, the collusion 
between the political powers that be and the crim- 
inal element. Such a devious reign is always punctu- 
ated by violence. The price of lawlessness operat- 
ing with political sanction is blood. Chicago was a 
classic exhibit, under Thempsonism, when Capone 
was in full flower. 

Let us not unctuously point the finger of reproof 
at Minneapolis. “The Shame of the Cities,” which 
Lincoln Steffens put into a book back in the muck- 
raking days, when kid-gloved business boodled its 
way through city halls, was revived in a different 
key and on a more sinister scale during the tragic 
experiment of prohibition. That misguided law was 
the most persuasive proselyter in the whole history 
of lawlessness. Minneapolis is suffering from the 
after-effects of that adventure. So are many other 
cities. 

There is a remedy, of course. It is the old-fash- 
ioned prescription of aroused, determined public 
opinion. One inspiring example may be cited. Upin 
that area, not far from Minneapolis, is Milwau- 
kee, a city which the professional criminal shuns 
like the plague. A capably-directed police force, re- 
inforced by a court procedure that makes the law 
mean what it says, has brought to Milwaukee a fine 
distinction. And the motive power there is public 
sentiment. What Milwaukee has done, and is doing, 
any other city can do.

Destitution in Missouri. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

UCH people as are depicted in “To- 

bacco Road” do exist. There are peo- 
ple like the Lesters, some a little better, 
some a little worse. I do not know about 
Georgia, but I do know about the Ozarks. 

As a boy, I went to school in the Ozark 
hills. I recall that some of these poor 
people’s children went to school only oc- 
casionally, when the weather permitted 
them to be outdoors in their thin rags. 
More often, their ‘poor attendance was 
due to being unequal to facing others 
cleaner and better clothed than them- 
selves. There were plenty of instances 
of those practically destitute in material 
things. These people were not foreigners, 
but had names of English extraction. 
Probably few of them knew whence they 
came. Theirs was the lot of weakness 
and misfortune somewhere in their line, 
which had once been a hardier race—the 
pioneers from Virginia and Kentucky. 

As for the contention of E. Mason 
Roberts that country people are moral 
and do not swear, he is only generalizing. 
The more prosperous and socially active 
people may be as Mr. Roberts describes 
them and for the reasons he gives. The 
ownership of land produces work and 
brings hope and ambition; the moral 
qualities follow. 

There is a great deal to be said and 
done, and ignoring the facts does not 
solve the problem of economic destitution 
and human degeneracy which must be 
faced by society sooner or later if it

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STARHEMBERG’S ADDRESS. 

Prince von Starhemberg’s address has the ring of 
an Austrian Declaration of Independence, but it falls 
far short of that. Actually, it is the Fascist spokes- 
man of one country denouncing the Fascists of an- 
other country in favor of the Fascists of a third. His 
rallying cry of Austrian patriotism is an answer to 
the Nazi propaganda for a “greater Germany.” At 
the same time, realizing the peril of his position as a 
minority leader in control of the country, he seeks to 
placate the Socialists with a few kind words. 

Starhemberg knows well that Austria, dismem- 
bered as it was by the Versailles Treaty, cannot be 
truly independent. He attained power through Mus- 
solini’s support and gold, and his country depends 
heavily on trade with Italy. Though German might 
is increasing and Italy’s is waning, Starhemberg has 
thus far clung to his Italian alliance, even at the 
risk of incurring the other Powers’ displeasure by 
refusing to join the sanctions action. He is by 
inheritance and choice a monarchist, hence his bid to 
Archduke Otto to adopt the Dollifuss policies and 
claim the throne. He and his Fascist colleagues 
would, of course, be the power behind that throne.

|GOVERNMENT QUERIES STATES 
ON OLD AGE PENSION LAWS 


Getting Ready to Make Matching 
Grants As Soon As Congress 
Provides Money. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The 
Government has_- sent question- 


naires to all states to find out 
which ones are ready to participate 
with it in the old age pension plan 
to be put in operation as soon as 
Congress provides the money. 

The Federal Government will 
grant $15 a month for each needy 
person 65 years old or over, pro- 
vided a similar amount is granted 
by the State and certain conditions 
are met. 

States, to qualify 
pension grants, must: 

Have an old age assistance plan 
in operation in all political subdi- 
visions, so that all eligible persons 
can get aid; provide financial as- 
sistance from State funds. (Ex- 
cept that for one year those states 
with constitutional limitations can 
count local instead of State funds) ; 
have a single State agency to su- 
pervise the plan; provide for fair 
hearings for anyone denied assist- 
ance; divide with the Federal Gov- 
ernment. receipts from the estates 
of those aided; fix the age limita- 
tion no higher than 70 years, re- 
quire no more than five years of 
residence durjng the preceding nine, 
nor more than one year’s continu- 
ous residence immediately preced- 
ing the grant; offer aid to all citi- 
zens regardless of the length of cit- 
izenship.

Karl Radek, writing in Izvestia, 
said the conference can only take 
recognizance of the fact that a 
race in naval armaments is under 
way. This, he said, was caused by 
Japan’s determination to continue 
a policy of conquest and Great 
Britain’s tardy, but now definite, 
realization that it must keep its 
Asiatic naval force at maximum 
strength. The United States like- 
wise is determined to hold out 
against Japan’s demand for naval 
equality, Radek said. 

Russian newspapers have been 
accusing Japan of intentions hostile 
'to the Soviet union, — intentions 
, which Pravda said were particular- 
ly evident in Tokio’s attitude to- 
ward Outer Mongolia. The Prime 
Minister and other Outer Mongoli- 
an officials arrived in Moscow 
Wednesday, following breakdown 
of a conference with Japanese and 
Manchoukuoans on border inci- 
dents. 

Occupation of Outer Mongolia, 
which Soviet accounts said _ the 
Japanese Kwangtung Army and 
the Government of Manchoukuo re- 
cently threatended, would (Pravda 
declared) “give Japanese Imperi- 
alists the very alluring opportunity 
to maneuver on two fronts—against 
China and the Soviet Union.” 

Outer Mongolia is strategically 
situated as a base for war opera- 
tions, Pravda pointed out.

of Great Seal of U. S. Has 
Appeared on Currency. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec 13.—A new 
dollar bill, on which appears the 
reverse of the great seal of the 
United States, will be available at 
banks next Wednesday. 

The great seal’s reverse contains 
the Latin phrase, “Novus Ordo Secu- 
lorum,” which is translated as “a 
new order of the ages.” The reverse 
of the seal never before has ap- 
peared on currency. A Treasury 
announcement called attention to 
the seal, explaining that the motto 
above the design is “Annuit Coeptis,” 
meaning “He (God) has prospered 
our endeavors.” 

The reverse of the seal shows an 
unfinished pyramid, surrounded by 
an eye in a triangular glory and 
bears two Latin mottoes. 

“As explained by the designers,” 
the Treasury said, “the reverse is 
rich in symbolism. The eye in the tri- 
angular glory represents an _aill- 
seeing Deity. The pyramid 
is the symbol of permanence. It 
was presented in unfinished condi- 
tion to signify the belief of the de- 
Signers that there was still much 
~ Si to be done in the new repub- 
ic. 

Both mottos are condenscations 
from Virgil’s Aeneid.

E HAVE already heeded the warn-

Early.” It was for Christmas foods 
we shopped, and the recipes evolved after 
a few enjoyable hours in the kitchen 
come to you in this article with our sin- 
cere wishes for “A Very Merry Christ- 
mas.” 

It is with something of the same nos- 
talgia associated with old-fashioned mo- 
lasses candy pulls, that we include pop- 
corn in the holiday market basket. Chil- 
dren and grown-ups, too, take keen de- 
light in corn-popping parties before an 
open fireplace on Christmas eve. What 
fun it is to take turns manipulating the 
long-handled popper over live coals and 
watching tiny hard kernels transformed 
into morsels of fluffy whiteness or gold- 
en-tinted ones—depending upon the vari- 
ety of corn selected! 

The kind which evolves into pure white 
puffs is known as Japanese rice popcorn, 
because it resembles polished rice. It 
makes popped corn that is extremely ten- 
der because the hull has been removed. 
Another variety, known as golden ban- 
tam, is more decorative when popped, as 
it is bigger and fluffier, with a golden 
tint. New crop popcorn is available for 
holiday parties. 

Caramel popcorn balls strung with can- 
died cherries make effective decoration 
when hung from the mantel on either side 
of the fireplace. After the excitement of 
opening Christmas packages is over, ev- 
eryone will enjoy a chewy caramel pop- 
corn ball. This is the way to make them: 


Caramel Popcorn Balls. 


Two cups granulated sugar. 

Three-eighths cup light corn syrup. 

Two and two-thirds cups evaporated 
milk. 

Three quarts popped corn. 


Put sugar, syrup and one-fourth cup of 
the milk in saucepan. Blend well, stir- 
ring over low heat until sugar is dis- 
solved. Then cook at higher temperature 
to a thick syrup. Add remaining milk 
slowly and cook to firm ball stage or 242 
degrees F. Remove from heat and pour 
over popped corn, stirring te coat pieces 
evenly, and shape into balls. This recipe 
makes 18 average-sized balls. 

There is certain to be an evening dur- 
ing the days between now and Christmas 
when a dish, as simply and quickly made 
as oyster stew, will be welcomed for a 
quick supper. A good time for such a 
treat would be on Christmas eve, when 
everyone is busy trimming the tree and 
secreting tinseled packages among the fir 
boughs. Or when friends drop in on the 
evening of Christmas day, a quickly as- 
sembled buffet supper is the ideal way to 
entertain them. Perhaps Santa brought 
you one of the smartly designed chafing 
dishes with colored handles, like the one 
illustrated here. It is the time to show 
it off by making an oyster stew while 
your friends look on and grow hungry. 


The small, plump oysters to be had at 
all the seafood markets are very popular 
for stuffings and cocktails and just the 
thing for a hot, savory stew on a cold eve- 
ning. Here’s a recipe with a new flavor 
note that will tempt your guests to a 
second helping. 


Holiday Oyster Stew. 


One-fourth cup butter, 

One shallot, mincen. 

One-half pint oysters. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Dash of pepper. 

Six cups milk. 

Melt butter in chafing dish. Add shallot 
and cook until tender, about 8 to 10 min- 
utes. Add oysters and cook until they 
plump up and edges curl.

Such experiences teach us that 
visual defects in children are not al- 
ways easily detected. Here, for in- 
stance, was the son of a physician, 
and yet because before his school 
days the child had never been com- 
pelled to use his eyes at direction, 
the father nor mother did not sus- 
pect that there was any trouble. 

It is comforting to know that all 
school officials are on the alert for 
these defects. But even so, some of 
them may pass unnoticed. A list 
of behavior actions which may 
arouse a suspicion that there are 
visual difficulties in a young child 
are as follows: 


The Signs. 


1. Attempts to brush away blur. 

2. Blinks continuously when at @ 
task calling for close eye work. 

3. Cries frequently.

7. Holds his body tense when look 
ing at distant objects. 

8. Appears uninterested when oth- 
er children are’enjoying a circus 
parade or watching other distant 
moving objects. 

9. Seems bored during group dis- 
cussion of some enjoyable things, 
such as an airplane flight. 

10. Becomes irritable over tasks, 
even when self-selected. 

11. Selects small playthings and

12. Frowns and scowls when fit-
